CASINO RESORT IN THE AFTERMATH
OF HURRICANE IRENE

Trump Taj Mahal Casino Resort (Taj Mahal), having ceased its casino operation upon notice
to the Division of Gaming Enforcement (Division) in anticipation of the effects of Hurricane Irene
and the entry of Executive Order No. 73 by Governor Chris Christie on August 25, 2011 declaring
that a State of Emergency exists in the State of New Jersey, seeks Division approval to recommence
its casino operation. Based upon the findings of the Division’s regulatory enforcement staff, that has
observed, reviewed and assessed the status and condition of the casino floor, its equipment,
surveillance, security and gaming related computer systems and all related facilities, as well as all
documentation pertaining to the cessation of gaming operations, it is determined that the casino

operation of Taj Mahal can commence again as of the date and time set forth below.
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
